SIX HELD IN 


DAWN RAIDS 


SIX men were arrested on Tuesday 
following a police investigation into 
child sex exploitation. 

About 45 officers took part in the 6am 
raids and the men - aged between 18 and 
21 - were held on suspicion of sex crimes. 

They are suspected of committing crimes 
against three girls, aged between 13 and 16, 
in the Banbury area between 2011 and this 
year. 

Deputy local policing area commander 
for Cherwell and West Oxfordshire, Acting 
Chief Insp Helen Roberts, said: 'The 
warrants executed were the direct result of 
work by the Kingfisher team. 

"Child sexual exploitation will not be 
tolerated in the Thames Valley and this 
dedicated team track offenders down to 
bring them to justice. 

"We hope the operation not only offers 
protection to these victims but also any 
others who we are encouraging to come 
forward. We will work with our partner 
agencies to offer them all the support they 
need as we carry out the investigation." 

The Kingfisher team was set up in 
November 2012 to tackle child sexual 
exploitation. This is the first time multiple

arrests have been made as a result of its 
work. The team is made up of around 20, 
comprising staff from Thames Valley Police, 
Oxfordshire County Council and the health 
sector. 

Acting Chief Insp Helen Roberts added: "I 
understand this week's events will have an 
impact on the local community and people 
will rightly be concerned about the nature of 
these arrests. 

"Our neighbourhood policing teams are 
carrying out patrols in the area and will be 
doing their best to answer any questions, so 
please do not hesitate to approach them. 

"If anyone has any concerns about 
offences relating to child sex exploitation, 
especially if they are a victim or know 
someone who may be, we urge them to 
contact us on our 24-hour hotline number, 

101, and ask to speak to the Kingfisher 
Team." 

Jim Leivers, director of children, 
education and families at Oxfordshire 
County Council, said: "These arrests are the 
result of social workers, health professionals 
and the police working closely together to 


tackle child sexual exploitation in 
Oxfordshire. 

"The arrests relate to the abuse of 
vulnerable young people who had told social 
workers that they were being sexually 
exploited. 

"They were referred to Kingfisher as soon 
as their suspected involvement in child 
sexual exploitation came to light, and we 
have been supporting them since then." 

Those arrested include two 20-year-old 
men, a 19-year-old man, two 21-year-old 
men and an 18-year-old man.

New teaching block 

gets the go-ahead

A SCHOOL has got the go-ahead to 
build a new teaching block on its site 
to move its older pupils out of 
temporary classrooms. 

Frank Wise School, in Hornbeam Close, 
Banbury, had applied to build the two-storey 
classrooms. 

The plan was backed by Oxfordshire 
County Council planners on Monday but 
Cherwell District Council had objected to 
the special school's scheme. 

It said the design did not conserve the 
school's Victorian building - Wood Green 
Villa - and could "harm" its significance. 

Headteacher Sean O'Sullivan said it was 
important for the pupils' learning that they 
had a permanent site to be taught in. 

The school teaches pupils with special 
educational needs from across the Banbury 
area. 

Mr O'Sullivan said: "We are aware there 
were concerns from the residents nearby 
about the impact it would have on traffic in 
the area, but we feel we have been able to 
address these concerns in our design and it 
will now ultimately reduce pressure on the 
cul-de-sac where we are based." 

The building will create an extra 11 
parking spaces on the site.

The current temporary classrooms were 
put up seven years ago. Mr O'Sullivan said 
the buildings were only originally meant to 
stay for two years. 

He added: "Those buildings are 
absolutely dire. 

"We have had them for longer than we 
originally thought and that is to do with 
budgets. 

"We feel the building design we have put 
forward is suited to the area. 

"We cannot 'recreate' a Victorian 
building like Wood Green Villa but we feel 
we have got a design here which is 
sympathetic with the style. 

"It also stands on its own accord but 
does not change the overall feel of the 
school. 

"It is also very eco-friendly. All of this 
will be of so much benefit to our older 
pupils." 

Cherwell District Council objected, 
saying: "The proposed building would, by 
reason of its siting, scale and design, fail to 
conserve or enhance a non-designated 
heritage asset, Wood Green Villa, and its 
setting resulting in harm to its significance."

A BANBURY school has been chosen as one 
of the first in the country to offer new 
vocational courses. 

Blessed George Napier School and its Sixth 
Form is one of seven schools in the country 
to have the Technological Baccalaureate - or 
TechBaccs. 

It is aimed at teenagers who might want 
qualifications for jobs in areas such as 
information technology, construction, retail, 
hospitality and digital media. 

The Addison Road school will offer 
qualifications in travel and tourism and IT as 
part of the TechBacc Trailblazer from 
September 2014 for 1 6- to 19-year-olds. 

Travel and tourism students will work with 
local employers and study trends in tourism. 

Fraser Long, the headteacher of Blessed 
George Napier School, said: "The TechBacc 
performance measure is an excellent way of 
promoting high-level vocational 
qualifications."

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Tribute charity to be wound up as it hits target

A CHARITY, which has raised 
almost £100,000 in memory of a 
teenager who died eight years ago, 
is set to close on the tenth 
anniversary of her death. 

Emma Curtis-Smith, from 
Chipping Norton, died in 2005 
after suffering from a heart attack, 
brought on by a collapsed lung. 

The teenager collapsed on June 
21, 2005, while watching 
boyfriend Aaron Brannigan on his 
first Trooping of the Colour at 
Sandhurst's Royal Military 
Academy. 

Asthma sufferer Emma was 
rushed to Surrey's Frimley Park 
Hospital where she was 
resuscitated but died three days 
later. 

In the wake of her death, her 
family launched Emma's Trust and 
have worked tirelessly to raise 


money in her memory. 

But after awarding more than 
£95,000 to causes across 
Oxfordshire, Warwickshire and 
Gloucestershire, the family have 
decided to bring their work to a 
close. 

Stepfather Gary Creese, 54, who 
married Emma's mother, Maggi, 
now 64, said: "Emma was an 
extraordinary young lady. A very 
positive person. She was somebody 
who would have gone on to great 
things. 

"It has been really hard work. 
After ten years we think we have 
probably exhausted everybody's 
energy and everybody's goodwill. 

"We think that we have 
probably done as much as we can 
- and far more than we thought 
possible. 

"We have had a real core of 


support from the Chipping Norton 
community. They have been 
brilliant in rallying to support us. 

"It is humbling and I am proud 
that we have given all that money 
away. It's quite extraordinary." 

Emma, who was a sports science 
student at Henley-in-Arden 
College, worked as a lifeguard at 
The Lido, in Fox Close, and also 
attended Chipping Norton School 
of Dance for more than ten years. 

Her family decided the charity 
would support young people aged 
up to 21 involved with sports or 
performing arts. They have given 
money to a number of groups 
around the county, including The 
Lido. 

Before the trust comes to a 
close, the family plans to continue 
fundraising to reach their £100k 
target.

Hudspeth launches a 
new transport debate 


TRAMS and a monorail were put 
forward as the possible future of 
Banbury's public transport systems 
at a public meeting on Monday. 

At the first of a series of meetings for 
Connecting Oxfordshire, which is to 
explore the transport challenges up to 
and beyond 2020, Oxfordshire County 
Council leader Ian Hudspeth asked 
local people what they wanted to see. 

During a 25-minute presentation Mr

in Banbury. He stressed the importance 
of developing new transport links. 

He said: "To do nothing is not an 
option. We want to move forward and 
look to the future." 

However, Banbury's residents did not 
seem too impressed with the proposed 
plans. 

At a question-and-answer session, 
many people said they would like to 


see a new bus station built. One 
resident branded the current building "a 
disgrace". 

Another, from Deddington Parish 
Council, said she would like to see a 
bus service that ran on time. Questions 
of where new funding would come 
from were also raised. 

Mr Hudspeth said money would be 
raised from housing development 
contributions and by applying for 
Government funding. 

Mary Groves from Bloxom Parish 
Council, labelled the meeting "a little 


bit self congratulating". She said: "They 
were not thinking about real life. We 
want deeds not words." 

Fellow parish councillor Jenny Yates 
said: "I would like to see the cake when 
it's baked." 

After the meeting, Mr Hudspeth said: 
"The monorail suggestion was to make 
people think differently. It is to try to 
launch a debate. 

"I thought there were lots of positive 
contributions. This is all to gather ideas 
to find out what people want to see. 

"I want to stimulate that debate."

Coroner tells of 
M-way death 

■ YOUNG mother Joanna Bull 
died of multiple injuries after a 
collision on the M40 two weeks 
ago, a coroner has said.

Her five-week- 
old baby, Ruby, who survived 
the crash, was airlifted to the 
John Radcliffe Hospital and was 
subsequently discharged. The 
inquest will resume on 
November 5.

Cash boost for 
crime charities

Merger debate 

■ PLANS to merge county 
council services with other 
local authorities were 
discussed at a meeting on 
Monday evening. The 
proposals to create a joint 
legal service with Stratford- 
Upon-Avon District Council 
and South Northamptonshire 
were discussed at an 
executive Cherwell District 
Council meeting. Reporting 
restrictions meant neither the 
press nor the general public 
could hear the proposals put 
forward by councillors.

production at its other UK sites. 

A Standard Life Investments 
spokesman said: "We're delighted 
that planning permission has been 
approved for this development. It is 
a further step toward creating more 
jobs for Banbury." 

Michael Gibbard, Cherwell's 
planning chief, said: "We are eager 
for this prominent employment site 
to be fulfilling its purpose and as 
such we need to be flexible with 
how it is used. 

"We believe that a distribution 
building on the site is acceptable 
and will help to bring this 
brownfield site into economically 
beneficial use. 


"Not only will this secure jobs for 
Banbury, it will improve the 
appearance of this vacant site in a 
gateway location at the town's 
northern entry point." 

The plans include offices, car 
parking for 140 vehicles and a 
service yard. A new access path will 
be created from Noral Way. 

Rob Kichin-Smith, chairman of 
Banbury Civic Society, said: "We 
had hoped with the development 
space being assigned at Junction 11 
that the site could be safe guarded 
for high skills or high employment 
work. But it is better than leaving it 
to stand empty. If we get 120 new 
jobs then that is good news."

A CASH boost of more than 
£3m to fix Oxfordshire's 
potholes has been called "a 
drop in the ocean" as the 
county battles to repair its 
battered roads. 

The county council's leader, Ian 
Hudspeth, said that while they were 
grateful for the Government money, 
it isn't enough to provide a long¬ 
term solution. 

He said: "This funding gives us 
the opportunity to do more patching

rather than just filling in individual 
potholes, which means getting 
larger areas filled in. 

"We would like to get enough 
funding to rebuild all the roads, 
because some of them are historic 
and have been laid without proper 
foundations. It is this that causes the 
potholes in the first place. 

"This money means we can repair 
more potholes across the county, 
but we are going to work with the 
Government to try to get additional 
cash to do more work." 

The announcement by the 
Department for Transport that 
Oxfordshire County Council would 
get £3.1 m, is the second award after 
the winter floods. It follows £4.8m 
that was given in March as part of 
an emergency fund. 

But Labour's civic transport 
spokesman John Sanders said: "Our 
roads have been allowed to 
deteriorate for decades. We need a 
much larger amount over many 
years to bring them back up to 
standard. 

"Being able to fix a few extra 
potholes in Oxfordshire is 


something we should obviously 
welcome, but this is just a drop in 
the ocean. 

"The potholes are appearing 
faster than we can fix them. We 
need more money." 

The Government has claimed 
the cash will help fix around 
58,000 potholes and the funding 
brings a total awarded by it to the 
council since March up to just 
over £7.8m. 

Last year the council fixed 
about 38,000 potholes. 

The authority said it planned to 
spend £13.1 78m on carriageway 
schemes this year, as well as £4m 
on "reactive repairs". 

But it follows a report in 
March, which revealed the county 
council faces a funding black 
hole of more than £1 60m needed 
to fix all the holes and defects in 
county roads. 

Despite the large shortfall, Mr 
Hudspeth said the council was 
grateful for the funding and would 
put it "to the best use". 

The council's officers will now 
decide where the money will be 
spent, with work likely to happen 
over the summer when the weather 
was dry. 


Trombonist is 'just blown away' after 
being elected by Royal Society of Arts 


A TROMBONIST and music teacher from Middleton 
Cheney has been elected as one of the youngest 
ever fellows of the Royal Society of Arts. 

Kristopher Reeder, of Slade Leas, was awarded 
the title earlier this month for his hard work and 
dedication to music. 

The 29-year-old is director of music at St 
Leonards Church, Banbury. 

He said: “I was blown away when I found out 


and I still am. It is wonderful to be recognised.” 

The fellowship puts him in the company of 
Charles Dickens and Karl Marx. 

He added: “It is an honour to be counted among 
them, and I think it is deserved. 

“lam really pleased with it, I have done a lot of 
work over the last ten years.” 

Mr Reeder started his musical career 11 years 
ago when he was accepted into the Royal 
Academy of Music. 

He has since travelled 
the word playing music 
and completed, what he 
said is, a world first for 
the trombone in field 
playing.

Burner's test firing 



THE £200m burner built by 
waste firm Viridor has 
received its first delivery of 
rubbish - nine tonnes - so its 
equipment can be tested 
before it fires up for full-scale 
service. 

The company, which won the 
Oxfordshire County Council 
contract to build and operate the 
controversial incinerator, said it 
will be fully operational this 
autumn. 

Building work started in 
December 2011 and, once testing 
is complete, it will incinerate up 
to 300,000 tonnes of waste each 
year. Viridor has a 30-year 
contract to run the Ardley centre. 

Viridor project director Edward 
Thomas said: "Construction of 
Ardley continues apace. We're 
delighted to be on schedule with 
our plans. 

"Now that we've received the 
first waste delivery, we're 
beginning the commissioning 
phase to bring on line each of the 
remaining parts of the facility. 

"In the autumn we will have a 
fully-operational facility, ready for 
'business-as-usual' running. 

"The end of the construction

phase is in sight and it's an 
exciting time for us all as we 
begin to see the facility move into 
its next phase." 

The facility has created 40 jobs. 

One of the first things people 
will see in the coming weeks is a 
process called "steam blowing". 

People living near the Ardley 
incinerator have been warned the 
procedure can be noisy. Steam 
blowing makes a loud rumbling 
noise and lasts for about 15 
minutes. It is effectively clearing 
the pipes of dust or grit after 
building work to clean the system 
ready for the burner to be fired- 
up. 

Depending on weather 
conditions, plumes of non- 
hazardous steam may linger, and 
nearby roads will be monitored. 

But the journey to this point has 
not been an easy one. 

There was fierce local 
opposition to the original plan, 
ending in a public inquiry and a 
High Court battle. 

For Oxfordshire county 
councillor Catherine Fulljames, 


who fought the burner, the battle 
continues. She warned traffic 
would be monitored to ensure the 
extra vehicles taking waste to the 
site do not affect Ardley villagers. 

And she plans to launch a bid 
for compensation for residents 
who may be affected by the 
incinerator. 

Mrs Fulljames, who last month 
celebrated 25 years as a county 
councillor, said: "We will be 
diligent about the transport 
movements. 

"The whole thing won't be 
totally commissioned and fully 
running until September. That's 
when all the rubbish from the 
county - from far afield as 
Wantage, Burford, Faringdon and 
Didcot - will go to a waste 
transfer station and all that stuff 
will be transferred to a big bulker. 
This will then trundle across the 
county to the incinerator. 

"What I would really like to do 
is get some sort of compensation 
for local people. 

"It's a monster that will need 
feeding every day. It's just going to 
be burning every day of the year 
and nobody is getting any 
compensation."

Police officer numbers falling but frontline is 'safe' 


THE number of police officers working 
in Oxfordshire has fallen over the last 
two years. 

But Thames Valley Police has said it 
has maintained the number of officers 
working on the “frontline”. 

Figures released by the force under 


the Freedom of Information Act 
showed there were 1,467 officers and 
PCSOs in the county on March 31, 
2012. But on March 31, 2014 there 
were 1,443 - a drop of 1.6 per cent. 

The force has had to save £55m 
from its £386m annual budget due to 


Government funding cuts. The number 
of inspectors went from 69 to 65 over 
the two dates, sergeants from 204 to 
193, while constables rose from 991 to 
995. 

Chief Supt Richard Humphrey said: 
“The Chief Constable and local 


Oxfordshire-based commanders 
remain committed to protecting the 
frontline so that our delivery of service 
remains at the highest possible level.” 

Latest figures show recorded crime 
is at its lowest in Oxfordshire for 15 
years. 


E-book gift to charities 


A CHARITY worker has given away more 
than 200 copies of a book he wrote to 
help people raise money for good causes. 

Andrew Willis, of Greenhill, Banbury, 
wrote and released his e-book Funding 
Made Easy online last year. 

The 38-year-old has been volunteering 
and raising money for charities for more 
than ten years and decided to create the 
book to help others do the same. 

Mr Willis, said: "I have managed to raise 
quite a lot of money over the years. I have 
always been successful in applying for 
grants and donations and I hope other 
people will be able to do the same.

Then I 
thought I should explain it some more - so 
I wrote the book.

The film is blessed with a tour-de¬ 
force central performance from 
Shailene Woodley as a young 
cancer patient, who experiences the 
exquisite agony of first love Just 
when it seems she has given up on 
life.

I T is not so long ago that if you 
wanted a little refreshing back- 
to-basics motoring all you had to 
do was jump behind the wheel of 
Hyundai's smallest car. Not any 
more. 

Now even the il 0 city car has put 
on airs and graces. 

The latest version of the firm's 
best-selling model starts with the 
same price as the outgoing model, 
but levels of refinement, quality and 
safety have all been raised. 

And a raft of new standard and 
optional equipment has been made 
available, some of which you would 
only expect to see on much larger 
luxury cars. 

The original i 10 has proved an 
instant hit in the UK with more than 
110,000 sold since 2008 — a third 
of all European sales. 

The new model, which is 
designed and engineered in 
Germany and built in Turkey, is like¬ 
ly to continue that sales success, 
particularly as its safety credentials 
are so high, with the standard fit¬ 
ment of a tyre pressure monitoring 
system, electronic stability control 
and six airbags. 

Stand next to the new car and it is 
instantly obvious that it is longer, 
wider and lower than its predeces¬ 
sor, with a boost for both legroom 
and luggage carrying capacity. 


It is also sleeker, which in turn 
helps to cut wind noise while 
improving fuel consumption. 

Get behind the wheel and it is 
also equally obvious that improve¬ 
ments have been made throughout 
the cabin in reducing noise and 
vibration and that, in turn, makes for 
a more relaxing ride. 

Power comes from a choice of 
two economical petrol engines. 

The test model was fitted with a 
peppy 66 horsepower 1.0-litre, 
three-cylinder engine. 

If you want a little more punch, 
there is also a 1.2-litre, four-cylinder 
petrol engine that delivers 87 horse¬ 
power. 

Even with the 1.0-litre engine, the 
car happily zips along, with plenty 
of space for four adults and five at a 
pinch. 

Trim level choice is also simple 
with a choice of three specifications, 
but none of them deserve to be 



Wheelsanddeals 


I THE long-rumoured five-door Mini 
hatchback will feature an extra seat, 
more legroom and a larger boot than 
the three-door. By using a longer and 
wider body, the five-door is able to 
offer 72mm more legroom for rear 
passengers, who can also access the 
new row of three seats via small but 
useful rear doors. Official fuel 
economy extends as high as 78.5mpg 
in the Cooper D, although drivers are 
unlikely to recreate this on the road. 
Prices will start from £15,900, with 
Mini's famous options list on standby 
to bolster specifications. 

I BRITISH supercar maker Ariel has 
created a police-specification version 
of its new Atom 3.5 in order to support 
the Avon and Somerset Constabulary's 
Safer Rider campaign. The Atom PL1 
has the same 350bhp supercharged 
2.0-litre Honda engine, sequential 
gearbox as the regular car and a 0- 
60mph time of 2.5 seconds that can 
match most superbikes.

Keep pushing the boat out and 
you can have a heated leather steer¬ 
ing wheel, heated front seats, rear 
parking sensors and cruise control 
with speed limiter. 

If you really want some no- 
nonsense motoring, go for the 
entry-level S trim model, but even 
then you will get central locking, 
electric front windows, a CD tuner, 
daytime running lights and a tilt- 
adjustable steering wheel — 
whether you like it or not.

Concern raised over part-worn tyre sales 


SALES of part-worn tyres are about 
to hit the agenda again 
following a study from charity 
TyreSafe which found 98 per 
cent of potentially dangerous 
part-worn tyres were being 
sold illegally. 

As a result, the organisation has 
stepped up to take part in the 
forthcoming trading standards 
conference at the end of June, 
after a successful trial last year. 

Running for three days from June 
30 at the Harrogate 
International Centre, the event 
is the biggest gathering of 
trading standards officers and 
enforcement professionals in 


the UK. With its main theme of 
'changing behaviour', TyreSafe 
claims that it sees the event as 
"an ideal platform to continue 
its ongoing education and 
awareness activities designed to 
reduce the number of part- 
worn tyres being illegally sold 
in the UK". 

TyreSafe will set up a stand at the 
conference explaining the 
dangers and legal pitfalls 
surrounding part-worn tyres, 
and why fitting them to any car 
could be a fatal error. 

The police will get a talking to as 
well, with TyreSafe planning to 
explain a "robust" method of 


checking the safety of part- 
worn rubber. Last year's 
conference was incredibly 
successful for TyreSafe and we 
are delighted to announce our 
return in 2014," said Stuart 
Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe. 

"As a direct result of our 

participation in 2013, many 
trading standards offices 
around the UK carried out 
local investigations which have 
resulted in numerous education 
initiatives and even 
prosecutions and arrests of 
unscrupulous sellers. 

"We look forward to developing 
this dialogue even further."
